He made three dif- 
ferent sorties into the hills, and the 
troops did well under his command. 


The story of the Americans/ Wil- 


liam Clayton and D. E. Hamer, "is in- 
teresting, as told by the returned Co- 
vina man. Clayton and Hamer were 
partners in an enterprise. 
Clayton 


was hot-headed. He said the federals 
were cowards, and when the two men 
started leading the insurrectos, Clay- 
ton's plan was to immediately rush in 
and exterminate the federal, command. 
Hamer was cautious; a gun-man with 
a reputation in Texas. Clayton was 
killed while bravely charging in bat- 
tle. Hamer was separated from his 
command, and surrounded by federals 
Only himself, a German boy, and a 
Mexican remained with him. The two 
men loaded rifles for Hamer, and he 
killed many federals while they were 
attempting to dislodge him from his 
cover. He finally escaped. There was- 
a hot fight at Las Milpas, a small 
town near Culiacan, and Douglas was 
fortunate enough to get pictures of 
the scenes after the battle was over. 
He also brought home interesting pho- 
tographs of rebels, rebel leaders and 
Yaqui Indians engaged 
in 
fighting 


from the top of a Southern Pacific 
box car. 


The Americans in Culiacan were un- 


molested by either side when remain- 
ing non-combative. Douglas was con- 
nected with the Sinaloa Land Com- 
pany, a huge American syndicate that 
continued to do business steadily dur- 
ing the rebellion.

sity of Southern California, will be 
the speaker in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church of Covina on Sunday even- 
ing at 7:45 o'clock. 
His subject will 


be "The Religious Interpretation of 
English Literature."

special vocal and instrumental music 


In securing Prof. Dixon for this ad- 


dress, the church is to be congratu- 
lated, according to the statement made 
this week by Rev. Bode A. Johnson, 
pastor of the church. Prof. Dixon was 
educated under such men as Drs. Rob- 
ert Flint and Lewis Campbell at St 
Andrew's University in Scotland, and 
is a fellow of the Royal Society of 
Scotland. He was for thirteen years 
professor of English literature in the 
Imperial University of .Japan, and is 
the author of a dictionary of idiomatic 
English phrases. Mis classes for teach- 
ers working fc<r degrees and high 
school certificates, which he has been 
teaching this winter, has numbered 
over forty, and he will conduct sim- 
ilar classes during the summer, with 
special courses for study in Philip- 
pine history and civili/ation. He has 
made a study of and teaches tho writ- 
ings of Chaucer, his grammar, diction 
and orthography. 


Prof. Dixon recently spoke before 


the ministerial association of Southern 
California, and his address brought 
forth the highest and wannest praise, 
special words of commendation being 
uttered by such men as Dean Mealy, 
Dr. Matt Hughes, and Dr. Charles Ed- 
ward Locke.

Charles E. Bemis, who lives at the 


• corner of Second street and Badillo 


avenue, in the heart of Covina, has 
announced that he will remove July 1 
to Pasadena, where he has purchased 
a. home. The announcement comes in 
connection with the sale of his ten 
acres of Valencias, navels and lemons, 
one-half mile east of the city, on Ba- 
dillo avenue, this week. The sale r?as 
made through the agency of George E. 
Covert, to Fred E. Lamberton of Pasa- 
dena, for $15,000. Mr. Bemis retains 
the Valencia and lemon crop now on 
the trees. 


The handsome home on the corner 


has not yet been sold, but it will be 
rented during the summer. 
In the 


sale was the purchase of the Pasa- 
dena residence on Madison avenue, 
near the center of the Crown City, 
valued in the deal at $10,500. The 
ten acres sold this week is among the 
last of the holdings which Mr. Bemis 
has owned during the past twenty-five 
years. Besides the Covina property, 
Mr. Bemis owns 420 acres in Merced 
county, near the city of Merced, and 
this property is all bearing a crop of 
grain at the present time. It is the in- 
tention of the owner to improve the 
Merced ranch by putting down wells, 
as the land is underlaid by heavy, 
water-bearing strata, and he will raise 
alfalfa and stock on a large scale. 


Mr. Bemis gives as his reason for 


leaving Covina, that he wishes to lo- 
cate his family nearer the large col- 
leges of that city in order to educate 
his children in the higher branches as 
they leave the public schools. He has 
two girls in the Covina schools, and 
one boy attending an art school in 
Los Angeles. 


Mr. Bemis has been identified with 


many enterprises in Covina, including 
the different companies having to do 
with the raising of citrus fruits and 
the conserving of irrigating water. 
He was for a number of years a 
member of the horticultural commis- 
sion, and is known throughout the 
state as an authority on citrus culture.

100 acres in alfalfa on the Baldwin 
ranch, lower down, between Puente 
and Covina, which he recently pur- 
chased. 
Mr. O'Connor has 
signified 


his intention of building an expensive 
mansion on the property, and will 
probably begin the erection of his 
home during the coming summer. He 
has a large family of girls and boys, 
and says that no other place in South- 
ern California looks as good to him 
for the future as the Covina valley.

OMISSION OF COMMA. 


One of Reasons Why Eight-Hour Law 


May be Successfully Contested 


in Higher Courts. 


Whether the omission of a comma 


n the new state law regulating the 
lours of work for women will make 
•oid its purpose and bar a large num- 
ber of women workers from the effect 
of the statute is a question which will 
lave to be determined by the attorney- 
general. 


The difficulty has arisen over sec- 


ion I of the law, reading as follows: 


"Xo female shall be employed in 


ny 
manufacturing, mercantile 
or 


mechanical 
establishments, laundry, 


hotel or restaurant, or telephone or 
telegraph establishment or office, or 
by any express or transportation com- 
pany in this state more than eight 
hours during any one day or more 
than forty-eight hours in one week" 


It is believed that the omission of 


the comma after the words "telegraph 
or telephone 
establishment," 
makes 


the law read that women workers in 
other offices will not come under the 
provision of the law. 
Among those 


who will be debarred from its bene- 
fits, if the strict interpretation is fol- 
lowed, 
will 
be 
stenographers 
an'd 


other women employed by the banks 
physicians, lawyers, dentists, in fact 
in all offices except those of tele- 
phone and telegraph companies. 


The question of the validity of the 


law is being tested by Frank A. Mil- 
ler of the Glenwood Mission of River- 
side, who is making a test case with 
his head waitress. The hotel men of
